In claim 1 , line 9, change "0.079" to -0.069-. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Furukawa 
reference (JP 2002-258092), of record, is considered the closest available prior art. The primary 
reason for allowance of the claims is the combination of fiber characteristics recited by 
independent claim 1 including a zero dispersion slope in the range of 0.046 to 0.069 ps/nm 2 km. 
The Furukawa reference specifically teaches a zero dispersion slope of greater than 0.07 
ps/nm 2 km. In the Examiner's opinion it would not have been obvious to modify the optical fiber 
of Furukawa to have the zero dispersion slope of the present claims absent Applicant's own 
teachings.

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drawings and the Arabic numerals of the foreign application that the same subject matter is 
disclosed in the foreign application as in the present application.
